(who acts as bookkeeper for one of the 
persona who contracts with the state for the 
tabor of the convicts) occupying a sump- 
tuously furnished room—turkey carpet, 
easy chairs, etc., and enjoying his cigar aud 
champagne, and learned that he paid $T a 
week fur bis rations. Inquiring for anoth- 
er notorious felon, we learned that be lived 
in similar style. 
Wishing to see him also, 


we could only learn from the keepers thai 
he was ' somewhere around.' Truly a com- 
fortable caravansera for convicts—who have 
money. 
In passing through the female 


department, we were struck *vith the high 
color of a rather good looking, middle aged 
woman, where all look so pale, and on in- 
quiry of the matron was told the person in 
question was Mrs. Robinson, the veiled 
murderess, who regularly rouges except in 
rare instances, when her material is ex- 
hausted. She procures it by making an 
extract from the little red wild flower '. 
grows in the prison yard,"

KKSTUCKY.—On Monday last a number of 
prominent citizen.1) of Southern Kentucky 
met at Russellville for the purpose of con- 
sulting together relative to the future, f -el- 
ing that duty to themselves and their pos- 
terity, the protection of their constitutional 
rights, their lives and liberty, demanded 
that they should resist the oppressive legis- 
lation of the state legislature and the tyran- 
ny of the Lincoln dynasty. 
They remained 


in conference for several days with closed 
doors. 
On Wednesday, before their final 


adjournment, tho injunction of secrecy up- 
on their proceedings was removed, and we 
have laid before us a very brief synopsis of 
their action. 


About forty counties were represented in 


the conference. 
Hon. H. C. Burnett presid- 


ed, and II. McKee and T. S. Bryan acted a-t 
secretaries. 
A aeries of resolutions, report- 


ed by Hon. G. \V. Johnson, were adopted. 
They recitn the unconstitutional and oppes- 
aivo nets of the legislature, proclaim revo- 
lution, provide for a sovereignty convention 
at Russellvitleon the 18th 
of the present 


month, recommend the organization of conn 
ty guards to be placed in the service of and 
paid by the confederate state* goverumenl, 
pledge resistance to all federal and stato 
taxes for the prosecution of the war on the 
part of the United States, and appoint ll.

It is 
a mean business, and we do not aee why 
anj man should desire to perform ao shame- 
ful a work wilhcub being under legal or mil- 
itary obligation to da so. It is entirely vol- 
untary on their part, and must be done be- 
cause it is ngreeahlo to their natures, or on 
account of the supposed satisfaction it may 
give to their superiors at Washington.— 
Whatever may be the motive, tne act is not 
very highly appreciated either at the north 
or the south. 


Southern men must know that such a 


duty ought in tho nature of things to be 
viowed with great repugnance by northern 
otiicer.i, and hence they must despise him 
who debases himself by attempting to con- 
ciliate slaveholders in that way. We hare 
nn instance of the distrust with which the 
rebels look upon such acts, and the insolent 
jeerd with which they greeted the rendition 
of a fugitive slave to his secession master, by 
Gen. Sherman iu Kentucky. In relation 
to this case a correspondent of tho Cincin- 
nati Gazette, writing from Louisville, says : 


I was permitted the other day to glance 


over an editorial in the Louisville Courier 
of the 110th, at the head of which were quo- 
ted some remarks of the Journal, on there- 
turn by (fen. Sherman of a fugitive slave 
to a secessionist. Doubtless, the act of 
rendition wa.H intended to conciliate rebels; 
but so far was it from having such an ef- 
fect, that the Courier, tha mo ath-piece of 
the rebels in this slate, denounced it as a 
Yankee cheat, intended to delude tlie 
"friends of the south."

It is pfjjjable, as reported, that the naval 


expeai*.tOD has captured and occuped Port 


*»l and Beaufort. The following descrip- 
j with a look at the map, will give a 


idea of tbe nature of tbe country: 


Fort Royal Entrance is an inlet from the 


Atlantic, iu latitude 32 deg. 8 min. north, 
50 miles southwest of Charleston, and 15 
miles northeast of Tybee Inlet, the entrance 
of Savannah river. The opening from the 
Atlantic ia between Edding Island and Hil- 
ton head Island, and at that point ia about 
three miles wide. 
The prolongation 
in- 


ward of Port Royal entrance is called Broad 
River and Port Royal River. 


Running up this for about 25 miles bend- 


ing off eastward through the Coosaw river, 
and coming out to the Atlantic again through 
St. Helena Sound, you have an irregular 
area of about 25 miles by 15. 
This am- 


phibious region is cut up by anmerous riv- 
ers, creeks and inlets iuto a great many 
islands (Sea Islands) of various sizes, the 
chief of which are Port Royal, St. Helena, 
Paris, Ladies, Coosaw, Morgan, Datbaw, 
Edding, Chaplin, Prantias and Hunting. 


Along the coast of South Carolina, as in 


North Carolina and Georgia, stretches a 
a low aad narrow aand bar—a kind of de- 
fensive outwork of the land, seldom inhabi- 
ted except by lost Indians and runaway ne- 
groes, who subsist by hunting and fishing. 
At distant intervals there are shallow 
breaches through which the quiet tide steals 
in twice a day, swelling the natural lagoons 
*and damming the outlet of the fresh water 
streams till the current is destroyed and 
turned back, and their flood dispersed far 
and wide over the debatable laud of the Cy- 
press Swamp. Then, when the heavy rains 
in the interior have swollen the rivers, their 
eddying currents deposit all along the edges 
of the sandy islands and capes the rich 
freight they have brought from the calcar- 
eous or granitic mountains in which they 
rise, with the organic waste of the great for- 
ests through which th«sy flow. This is the 
soil of the rice and cotton plantations, 
which are always found in such" parts of the 
tidal a wain pa adjoining the mainland or the 
sandy islands as are left entirely dry at the 
ebb of the water. 


The entrance to Port Royal is the best 


channel for ships through the bars in the 
whole range of ports below Norfolk. 


Ships which draw fourteen or fifteen feet 


water may go in at Tybee and proceed 
through land to Beaufort in Port Royal 
lalanda; and from Beaufort, vessels of 
eight or nine feet water may go through 
land to Charleston. From Charleston, ves- 
sels drawing seven or eight feet water may 
go through land to the river Medoay, in 
Georgia, which liea thirty miles south of 
Savannah. 


Port Royal Islandj the chief of the group 


above mentioned, ia surrounded by the 
Broad, Port Royal, Coosaw and Beaufort 
rivers, and is about twelve miles long and 
six wide. On the east side of the island, 
aud about midway, stands 'he town of 
Beaufort on Beaufort river, the approach 
to which does not admit vessels of over 
eleven feet draft. 


Beaufort ia about ten miles from the son, 


aud sixteen miles from the Charleston aud 
Savannah railroad, and this important line 
is itself directly approachable by witter 
through Broad river, aud St. Helena sound 
aud C'omtmhee river. A force moving up 
the river front Beaufort, via Beaufort and 
Coosaw and Port Royal rivers, would strike 
the Charleston and Savannah railroad at 
about midway between Charleston and Sa- 
vannah, and about fifty miles from cither 
city—a fact which renders obvioua the 
immense stragetic importance of thut line. 
Beaufort is the Newport of South Carolina, 
and has a white population of about one 
thousand. 


Beaufort district is the southernmost 


district or county of South Carolina, and 
has nn area of 1,540 square mites. U is 
separated from Georgia by the Savannah 
river, and ia bounded on tbe northeast by 
the Combahee river, aud intersected by the 
Cooaawhatche. 
The surface is low and 


level, the soil sandy and alluvial, producing 
cotton, rice Indian corn and potatoes in 
great abundance. It is one of the most 
thickly-settled districts of the state, the 
population in 1850 being 38,805, of whom 
no less than 32,279 were negro slaves. 


We add the following from the World: 
Beaufort, which has the deepest aud finest 


harbor on the southern coast, is a pleasant 
little village of about a thousand inhabitants, 
situated sixteen miles inland, and distant 
fifty tulles from Charleston and thirty-five 
from Savannah. Tbe landing of a large 
force in ita vicinity ia a menace to both 
theae cities, which will compel the rebels to 
keep a large stationary force for the defense 
of each, besides confronting us with anoth- 
er at Beaufort. 
They cannot send detach- 


ments from tha latter to either of these im- 
portant cities so quickly as we can dispatch 
a large force from Beaufort by sea; nor can 
the troops at one of them be sent to the de- 
fense of the other, without leaving it ex- 
posed to attack by a new armament which 
may pounce on it from Fortress Monroe.— 
Tbe rebel troops at Charleston aud Stvvan- 
hah must be sufficient, at each of theae 
cities, to defend it from our whole southern 
force which can be wielded against either 
at will, and which will require the rebels to 
stand ready with three times as many men 
to meet an attack as would be necessary if 
the point of lauding had been less skilfully 
selected. 


The country around Beaufort, for a great 


distance back, is aa level as any of our 
western prairies, which will prevent the 
rebels, in the battles likely to occur, from 
fighting with the advantages of ground 
which has been of such service to them in 
Virginia. They can make no cunning re- 
treats, drawing us on until a strong posi- 
tion makes it safe to hazard a battle. On 
those extensive fit .ta every battalion of our 
men will be at least an even match for ev- 
ery battalion of theirs, and the Union army

The 
district (or county) of Beaufort alone pro- 
duced, in 1850, 12,672 bales, besides mote 
rice than any other county iu the southern 
states; the adjoining district of Colleton, 
on the.northeast, 13,005 bales ; and the oth- 
er adjacent district of Barnwell, on the 
northwest, 10,138 bales. This is one of the 
moat opulent regions in the whole south, 
the plantations being extensive and the 
staves numerous in proportion to the white 
population. In Beaufort district there were, 
in 1850, 5,947 white inhabitants and :i2,297 
slaves ; in Colleton, 7,403 white and 31,771 
slaves; a disproportion so great as to touch 
southern apprehensions in their tenderest 
point, and to bring the inhabitants, at once, 
face to face with the terrible consequences 
involved in a prompt choice between a re- 
turn to loyally and persistence in rebellion. 


The railroad crosses the head of Broad 


river about fifteen miles above Beaufort. 
It u probable that our forces will occupy 
that point; but it does not seem probable 
that they will attempt to march on either 
Charleston or Savannah. Wherever they 
occupy they will soon be placed in a state 
of liege by the confederates, who will have 
the advantage of railroads for gathering 
troops, while ottr re-enforcements and sub- 
•iit*nce will have to be aent by sea.

shells to abandon their works and beat 
hasty retreat. Our loss was eight men ant 
one officer, the chief engineer of the Mo 
hican waa killed, and about.

)apara vras a telegram from Jeff. Davis to 
he commander of the post, informing him 
of the sailing of the fleet, and that he Knew 
their destination to be Port Royal. The 
whole surrounding country was seized with 
a perfect panic. The day after tbe fight 
the Senora and two other gun-boats pro- 
ceeded to Beaufort and found but one white 
man iu the town and he waa drunk. 


All the plantations up tbe river seemed 


to be deserted, except by the negroes, who 
were seen in great numbers, and who, at) 
the boats passed, came down to the shore 
with bundles in their hands, as if they ex 
pected to be taken off. They seized all the 
letters in the post office. 


After the capture of the fortfl, the whole 


army, about 15,000 meu, were safely land- 
ed and established on shore. The forta 
were but little injured, but the rebels could 
not stand the explosion of our big shells. 
The force of tho enumy, aa ascertained 
from their papers, was 4,000 men under 
Gen. Drayton of South Carolina.

that several of our generals have been so 
wanting in self respect and humanity as to 
return fugitive slaves to Mieir masters, using 
a guard of soldiers for that purpose. 
It is 


a mean business, and we do not see why 
any man should desire to perform so shame- 
ful a work without being under legal or mil- 
itary obligation to do so. It is entirely vol- 
untary on their part, and must be done be- 
cause it is agraeable to their natures, or on 
account of the supposed satisfaction it may 
give to their superiors at Washington.— 
Whatever may be the motive, the act is not 
very highly appreciated either at the north 
or the south. 


Southern men must know that such a 


duty ought in the nature of things to be 
viewed with great repugnance by northern 
officers, and hence they must despise him 
who debases himself by attempting to con- 
ciliate slaveholders in that way. 
We have 


an instance of the distrust with which the 
rebels look upon such acts, and the insolent 
jeers with which they greeted the rendition 
of a fugitive slave to his secession master, by 
Gen. Sherman iu Kentucky. In relation 
to this case a correspondent of the Cincin- 
nati Gazette, writing from Louisville, says : 


I was permitted the other day to glance 


over an editorial in the Louisville Courier 
of the 30th, at the head of which were quo- 
ted some remarks of the Journal, on the re- 
turn by Gen. Sherman of a fugitive slave 
to a secessionist. Doubtless, the act of 
rendition was intended to conciliate rebels; 
but so far was it from having such an ef- 
fect, that the Courier, the mouth-piece of 
the rebels in this state, denounced it as a 
Yankee cheat, intended to delude the 
"friends of the south." 
The Courier felt 


sure that no one would regard the rendi- 
tion of a fugitive slave by ;in Ohio Yankee 
as anything bnt a transparent trick.

The JPavai Expedition. 


It is probable, as reported, that the naval 


expedif,,,on has captured and occuped Port 
B°J*U1 and Beaufort. The following descrip- 
tio;n, with a look at the map, will give a 
£ood idea of the nature of the country : 


Port Royal Entrance is an inlet from the 


Atlantic, in latitude 32 deg. 8 min. north, 
50 miles southwest of Charleston, and 15 
miles northeast of Tybee Inlet, the entrance 
of Savannah river. 
The opening from the 


Atlantic is between Edding Island and Hil- 
ton head Island, and at that point is about 
three miles wide. 
The prolongation in- 


ward of Port Royal entrance is called Broad 
River and Port Royal River. 


Running up this for about 25 miles bend- 


ing off eastward through the Coosaw river, 
and coming out to the Atlantic again through 
St. Helena Sound, you have an irregular 
area of about 25 miles by 15. 
This am- 


phibious region is cut up by numerous riv- 
era, creeks and inlets into a great many 
islands (Sea Islands) of various sizes, the 
chief of which are Port Royal, St. Helena, 
Paris, Ladies, Coosaw, Morgan, Dathaw, 
Edding, Chaplin, Prentiss and Hunting. 


Along the coast of South Carolina, as in 


North Carolina and Georgia, stretches s 
a low and narrow sand bar—a kind of de- 
fensive outwork of the land, seldom inhabi- 
ted except by lost Indians and runaway ne- 
groes, who subsist by hunting and fishing. 
At distant intervals there are shallow 
breaches through, which the quiet tide steals 
in twice a day, swelling the natural lagoons 
"and damming the outlet of the fresh water 
streams till the current is destroyed and 
turned back, and their flood dispersed far 
and. wide over the debatable laud of the Cy- 
press Swamp. 
Then, when the heavy rains 


in the interior have swollen the rivers, their 
eddying currents deposit all along the edges 
of the sandy islands and capes the rich 
freight they have brought from the calcar- 
eous or granitic mountains in which they 
rise, with the organic waste of the great for- 
ests through which they flow. This is the 
soil of the rice and cotton plantations, 
which are always found.in sucff partsof the 
tidal swamps adjoining the mainland or the 
sandy islands as are left entirely dry at the 
ebb of tbe water. 


The entrance to Port Royal is the best 


channel for ships through the bars in the 
whole range of ports below Norfolk. 


Ships which draw fourteen or fifteen feet 


water may go iu at Tybee and proceed 
through land to Beaufort in Port Royal 
Islands; and from Beaufort, vessels of 
eight or nine feet water may go through 
land to Charleston. Prom Charleston, ves- 
sels drawing seven or eight feet water may 
go through land to the river Medoay, in 
Georgia, which lies thirty miles south of 
Savannah. 


Port Royal Island, the chief of the group 


above mentioned, is surrounded by the 
Broad, Port Royal, Coosaw and Beaufort 
rivers, and is about twelve miles long and 
six wide. On the east side of the island, 
and about midway, stands the town of 
Beaufort on Beaufort river, the approach 
to which does not admit vessels ol over 
eleven feet draft. 


Beaufort is about ten miles from the sea, 


and sixteen miles from the Charleston and 
Savannah railroad, and this important line 
is itself directly approachable by water 
through Broad river, and St. Helena sound 
aud Combahee river. A force moving up 
the river from Beaufort, via Beaufort and 
Coosaw and Port Royal rivers, would strike 
the Charleston and Savannah railroad at 
about midway between Charleston and Sa- 
vannah, and about fifty miles from either 
city—a fact which renders obvious the 
immense stragetic importance of that line. 
Beaufort is the Newport of South Carolina, 
and has a white population of about one 
thousand. 


Beaufort district is the southernmost 


district or county of South Carolina, and 
has an area of 1,540 square miles. It is 
separated from Georgia by the Savannah 
river, and is bounded on the northeast by 
the Combahee river, and intersected by the 
Coosawhatche. 
The surface is low and 


level, the soil sandy and alluvial, producing 
cotton, rice Indian corn and potatoes in 
great abundance. It is one of the most 
thickly-settled districts of the state, the 
population in 1850 being 38,805, of whom 
no less than 32,279 were negro slaves. 


We add the following from the World: 
Beaufort, which has the deepest and finest 


harbor on the southern coast, is a pleasant 
little village of about a thousand inhabitants, 
situated sixteen miles inland, and distant 
fifty miles from Charleston and thirty-five 
from Savannah. The landing of a large 
force in its vicinity is a menace to both 
these cities, which will compel the rebels to 
keep a large stationary force for the defense 
of each, besides confronting us with anoth- 
er at Beaufort.

We strike into the heart of 


the region that produces the most valuable 
of all the varieties of the staple, known in 
the market as the Sea Island cotton. The 
district (or county) of Beaufort alone pro- 
duced, in 1850, 12,672 bales, besides more 
rice than any other county in the southern 
states ; the adjoining district of Colleton, 
on the northeast, 13,005 bales ; and the oth- 
er adjacent district of Barnwell, on the 
northwest, 10,138 bales. This is one of the 
most opulent regions in the whole south, 
the plantations being extensive and the 
slaves numerous in proportion to the white 
population. In Beaufort district there were, 
in 1850, 5,947 white inhabitants and 32,297 
slaves ; in Colleton, 7,403 white and 31,771 
slaves ; a disproportion so great as to touch, 
southern apprehensions in their tenderest 
point, and to bring the inhabitants, at once, 
face to face with the terrible consequences 
involved in a prompt choice between a re- 
turn to loyalty and persistence in rebellion.

The rebel citizens, men and 
women, rushed to arms and aided the cav- 
alry iu their slaughter. 


The federals in camp prepared as soon 


as possible for defense, but were overpow- 
ered, and had to break. 
Very few were 


killed in the engagement with the caval- 
ry, nearly all killed being murdered in the 
houses. 


When Col. Zugler arrived and learned 


particulars of the affair, he ordered the de- 
struction of the town, and the buildings 
were immediately fired end the whole town 


mostly indifferently manned, and horses of 
poor quality.

They left 
everything, arms and equipments of all 
kinds, even to the officers' swords and com- 
missions, all the letters and papers, both 
public and private, order books and docu- 
ments of all kinds, were left in their flight 
and fell into our hands, affording our officers 
much valuable information. Among the 
papers was a'telegram from Jeff. Davis to 
the commander of the post, informing him 
of the sailing of the fleet, and that he knew 
their destination to be Port Royal. The 
whole surrounding country was seized with 
a perfect panic. The day after the fight 
the Senora and two other gun-boats pro- 
ceeded to Beaufort and found but one white 
man ill the town and he was drunk. 


All the plantations up the river seemed 


to be deserted, except by the negroes, who 
were seen in great numbers, and who, as 
the boats passed, came down to the shore 
with bundles in their hands, as if they ex- 
pected to be taken off. They seized all the 
letters in the post office. 


After the capture of the forts, the whole 


army, about 15,000 men, were safely land- 
ed and established on shore. Tho forts 
were but little injured, bat the rebels could 
not stand the explosion of our big shells. 
The force of the enemy, as ascertained 
from their papers, was 4,000 men under 
Gen. Drayton of South Carolina. 
Our 


victory is complete, the rebels leaving ev 
erything but their lives, which they saved 
by running ; but four persons were found, 
and two of them were wounded. All hands 
of the fleet are represented as acting in a 
most gallant manner. The reporters who 
accompanied the expedition, from New 
York, are on the Bienville with full details.

FT. MONROE, Nov. 12. 


The steamer Bienville has just arrived at 


Old Point from the great expedition. She 
left Port Boyal on Sunday morning, and 
brings cheering intelligence. 
Capt. Sted- 


man, however, left her at this place and pro- 
ceeded to Washington with dispatches and 
trophies, two brass cannon and secession 
flags. He reports the gale encountered by 
the fleet was very severe ; the Union and 
Osceola went ashore and were lost, as pre 
vionsly reported. The Governor foundered 
at sea, bnt the Isaac T. Smith succeeded 
in saving all her crew, with the exception 
of afew mariners. The fleet arrived at Port 
Eoyal on Monday the 4th. 
On Tuesday 


the smaller gunboats rounded in the chan- 
nel under a fire from the forts, which did 
no damage. On Wednesday the weather 
prevented active operations, but on Thurs- 
day morning, the 7th inst., the men of war 
and the gunboats advanced to the attack. 
The action commenced at 10 A. M. and was 
hotly carried on by both sides, and lasted 
about four hours, at the end of which time 
the rebels were compelled by the shower o; 
shells to abandon tbeir works and beat a 
hasty retreat. Our loss was eight men anc 
one officer, the chief engineer of the Mo 
hican was killed, and about, 20 wounded.— 
The rebel loss is unknown; 52 bodies were

color of a rather good looking, middle aged 
woman, where all look so pale, and on in- 
quiry of the matron was told the person in 
question was Mrs. Robinson, the veiled 
murderess, who regularly rouges except in 
rare instances, when her material is ex- 
hausted. She procures it by making an 
extract from the little red wild flower that 
grows in the prison yard."

RETOLPTIONAKY MOVEMENT IN SOUTH- 


ERN* KENTUCKY.—We find the following in 
in the Nashville-Bowling-Green-Louisville 
Courier of last Friday : 


"IMPORTANT MOVEMENT is SOUTHERN 


KENTUCKY.—On Monday last a number of 
prominent citizens of Southern Kentucky 
met at Russellville for the purpose of 
con- 


sulting together relative to the future, feel- 
ing that duty to themselves and their 
pos- 


terity, the protection of their constitutional 
rights, their lives and liberty, demanded 
that they should resist the oppressive legis- 
lation of the state legislature and the tyran- 
ny of the Lincoln dynasty. They remained 
in conference for several days with closed 
doors. On Wednesday, before their final 
adjournment, the injunction of secrecy up- 
on their proceedings was removed, and we 
have laid before us a very brief synopsis of 
their action. 


About forty counties were represented iu 


the conference. Hon. H. C. Burnett presid- 
ed, and R. McKee and T. S. Bryan acted as 
secretaries. A series of resolutions, report- 
ed by Hon. G. W. Johnson, were adopted. 
They recite the unconstitutional and oppes- 
sive acts of the legislature, proclaim revo- 
lution, provide for a sovereignty convention 
at Russellville on the '18th of the present 
month, recommend the organization of coun- 
ty guards to be placed in the service of and 
paid by the confederate states government, 
pledge resistance to all federal and state 
taxes for the prosecution of the war on the 
part of the United States, and appoint R. 
McKee, John. C. Breckinridge, Humphrey 
Marshall, Geo. W. Ewing, H. W. Bruce, 
George B. Hodge, \fm. Preston, Geo. W. 
Johnson, Blanton Duncan, and P.B. Thomp- 
son to carry out the resolutions.'' 
" About forty counties " are said to have 


been represented in the " convention," so 
called, including, no doubt, counties in all 
parts of the state.

PENSIONER jy NEW HAMPSHIRE.—We learn 
from a correspondent that Lieut. Joel Mc- 
Gregory died in Newport, New Hampshire, 
October, 31, aged one hundred years, elev- 
en months and nine days. Lieut. McGreg- 
ory was born in Enfield, Connecticut, 22d 
November, 1760. He volunteered in the 
army of the Revolution, was taken prisoner 
and confined in the " Old Sugar House," 
New York, for eight months. His fare was 
barely sufficient to sustain life, though 
liv- 


ing animals were abundant on and about 
him. 
He has enjoyed good health in his 


last years, though his mind has been some- 
what impaired. In olden time he worked 
at nail making by hand, and has made tacks 
so small he could put one thousand of them 
in an egg-shell.

It is a fact not disputed, we believe, 


that several of our generals have been so 
•wanting in self respect and humanity as to 
return fugitive slaves to their masters, using 
a guard of soldiers for that purpose. It is 
a mean business, and we do not see why 
any man should desire to perform so shame 
ful a work without being under legal or mil 
itary obligation to do so. It is entirely vol 
untary on their part, and must be done be 
cause it is agrseable to their natures, or on 
account of the supposed satisfaction it ma; 
give to their superiors at Washington. — 
Whatever may be the motive, the act is no 
very highly appreciated either at the nortl 
or the south. 


Southern men must know that such a 


duty Ought in the nature of things to bi 
viewed with great repugnance by northern 
officers, and hence they must despise him 
who debases himself by attempting to con- 
ciliate slaveholders in that way. We have 
an instance of the distrust with which the 
rebels look upon such acts, and the insolent 
jeers with which they greeted the rendition 
of a fugitive slave to his secession master, by 
Gen. Sherman in Kentucky. In relation 
to this case a correspondent of the Cincin- 
nati Gazette, writing from Louisville, says : 


I was permitted the other day to glance 


over an editorial in the Louisville Courier 
of the 30th, at the head of which were quo- 
ted some remarks of the Journal, on there- 
turn by Gen. Sherman of a fugitive slave 
to a secessionist. Doubtless, the act of 
rendition was intended to conciliate rebels ; 
but so far was it from having such an ef- 
fect, that the Courier, the mouth-piece of 
the rebels in this slate, denounced it as a 
Yankee cheat, intended to delude the 
"friends of the south." The Courier felt 
sure that no one would regard the rendi- 
tion of a fugitive slave bj an Ohio Yankee 
as anvthing but a transparent trick. 


Tb« y m.-rml Kxpedltlon. 


It is probable, as reporter!, that the naval 


expedition has captured and occnped Port 
B<^J and Beaufort The following descrip- 
tton,-with a look at the map, will give a 
fcood idea of the nature of the country: 


Port Royal Entrance is an inlet from the 


Atlantic, in latitude 32 deg. 8 min. north, 
10 miles southwest of Charleston, and 15 
miles northeast of Tybee Inlet, the entrance 
f Savannah river. The opening from the 
Atlantic is between Edding Island and Hil- 
ton head Island, and at that point is about 
bree miles wide. 
The prolongation in- 


ward of Port Royal entrance ia called Broad 
liver and Port Royal River.

Port Royal Island., the chief of the group 


above mentioned, is surrounded by the 
Broad, Port Royal, Coosaw and Beaufort 
rivers, and is about twelve miles long and 
six wide. On the east side of the island, 
and about midway, stands the town of 
Beaufort on Beaufort river, the approach 
to which does not admit vessels of over 
eleven feet draft. 


Beaufort is about ten miles from the sea, 


and sixteen miles from the Charleston and 
Savannah railroad, and this important line 
is itself directly approachable by water 
through Broad river, and St. Helena sound 
and Combahee river. A force moving up 
the river from Beaufort, via Beaufort and 
Coosaw and Port Royal rivers, would strike 
the Charleston and Savannah railroad at 
about midway between Charleston and Sa- 
vannah, and about fifty miles from either 
city—a fact which renders obvious the 
immense stragetic importance of that line. 
Beaufort is the Newport of South Carolina, 
and has a white population of about one 
thousand.

In Beaufort district there were, 
in 1850, 5,947 white inhabitants and 32,297 
slaves; in Colleton, 7,403 white and 31,771 
slaves; a disproportion so great as to touch 
southern apprehensions in their tenderest 
point, and to bring the inhabitants, at once, 
face to face with the terrible consequences 
involved in a prompt choice between a re- 
turn to loyalty and persistence in rebellion.

After the capture of the forts, the whole 


army, about 15,000 men, were safely land- 
ed and established on shore. The forts 
were but little injured, but the rebels could 
not stand the explosion of our big shells. 
The force of the enemy, as ascertained 
from their papers, was 4,000 men under 
Gen. Drayton of South Carolina. 
Our 


victory is complete, the rebels leaving ev 
erything but their lives, which they saved 
by running ; bat four persons were found, 
and two of them were wounded. All hands 
of the fleet are represented as acting iu a 
most gallant manner. The reporters who 
accompanied the expedition, from New 
York, are on the Bienville with full details. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13. 


The Tribune's special from Fort Mon- 


roe says that the entire fleet formed in two 
grand lines for the fight. The Wabash led 
and the Bienville flanking the movement^ 
which was in a circle, first delivering broad- 
sides into Fort Beauregard on the notch 
north-west, and as the fleet came round, 
raking Fort Walker on the south-west; 
both forts responded vigorously. 
The 


Pawnee and Mohegan got aground and 
were considerably dalnaged. 
The rebel 


loss is supposed to be 200. Gen. Drayton 
commanded at Fort Walker and Colonel 
Elliott at Fort Beauregard. The rebels 
retreated up Skull creek to a village twenty- 
five miles in the interior, where it is sup- 
posed, they intend making a stand. 


The negroes had already began to pillage 


and destroy Beaufort. The white popula- 
tion fled to Charleston, on small steamers, 
by the inside route.

There was a panic at Savannah and it 


was believed its capture would be easy. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 13th. 


From an officer just come up we gather 


the following additional particulars : none 
of our vessels were sunk. The Pawnee 
lost six killed and two wounded, and suffer- 
ed more injury than any other, but was not 
disabled. A round shot went through her 
ward room. The Wabash had her main 
mast badly hurt with round shot. The Po- 
chahoutus had one man injured. The as- 
sistant engineer of the Mohegan was badly 
wounded, and the chief engineer killed. 
When our troops took possession of the 
forts, they found the flag flying on Fort llil- 
ton. The rebels had made works and fixed 
the halliards of the flag so that when the 
flag should be drawn down the mine would 
be sprung. The halliards sprung a mine 
in the house used by the officers, but did 
very little damage and hurt no one. The 
magazines did not explode. A large quan- 
tity of powder was found, also a large quan- 
tity of English ammunition and projewtiles. 


It is understood that Gen. Sherman will 


improve the defenses of his position before 
making any forward movement. 
In the 


forts was fsund supplies of ammunition and 
stores of the best description. Com. Du- 
pont will immediately survey the harbor 
and place buoys and lights, and the posi- 
tion will be made a permanent base of op- 
erations. The fleet stood within 800 to 1,- 
000 feet of the forts, using five second fuses, 
and fired shells into them at the rate of 2,- 
000 per hour. Not a single shell sent by 
the rebels burst on the ships. 


The Wabash was struck several times, as 


was moat of the fleet, but every ship was in 
fighting condition when thp rebels took to 
their heela. - The surgeon of Fort Walker 
was killea. 
At Charleston, next day, thir- 


teen minute guns were fired, indicating the 
burial of a brigadier general. 
The troops 


had not occupied Beaufort when the steam- 
er left, being better engaged in stengthen- 
ing their position.

season. Having for the last four years 
experimented in its culture, I have come 
(as the Frenchman said) to the ''grand 
conclusioa" that sorghum strap is a fixed 
fact, and that it will pay, and that the soon- 
er tbe farmers of Wisconsin go into its cul- 
tivaticn the better. 
Nine-tenths of the 


sweetening used in every farmer's family, 
may be ma<lu at home ; thereby lessening 
his expenditures very materially, and hav-; 
ing at th? same time a better and cleanlier 
article tbaa he usually buys. 


We use it iu coffee, and it very readily 


enters into all our culinary arrangements. 
If every farmer in the free state would cul- 
tivate only one half an acre (which will 
produce two barrels,) it would send a bomb 
shell into the plantations ot Louisiana, that 
•would be more effectual than all our armies, 
for. it would call forth the exclamation of 
Othello " My occupation's gone," and ask 
in that event what would slaves be worth.
